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South Koreans Ready 
To Relieve UN Force 
In Korea, Rhee Says

SEOUL (4*—President Syngman 
Rhee today disclosed he told Pres­ 
ident-elect Eisenhower that South 
Koreans could replace United Na­ 
tions troops on the front lines if 
they were given enough 
arms, 
equipment and training. 
The white-haired, 77 - year - old 
South Korean leader said he also 
urged Eisenhower during the gen­ 
era l's three-day tour of the war 
'theater “ to end the Korean stale­ 
mate as soon as possible.” 
Calls For Offensive 
Presumably that meant an all- 
out drive to the Manchurian bord­ 
er Rhee called for such an offen­ 
sive earlier this week. 
A reliable South Korean official 
source said earlier his government 
had urged Eisenhower to double 
the strength of ROK forces. There 
are now at least 12 South Korean 
divisions. 
Eisenhower gave public assur­ 
ances that the Korean Army will 
be made "a lot bigger and better.” 
The general who commanded Al­ 
lied fighting forces in Europe dur­ 
ing World War ll called the South 
Koreans “splendid troops — real 
fighting men.” 
Industry Needs Help 
In declaring South Koreans could 
replace Allied troops on the line, 
ll hee took up an Eisenhower elec­ 
tion campaign argument that the 
ROK Army could be built up and 
eventually man the entire front. 
Eisenhower, ii> a letter released 
by the South Korean government, 
said he would give Rhee’s propos­ 
al “careful study and considera­ 
tion.”

Eisenhower: 
1. That the Korean stalem ate be 
ended “as soon as possible.” 
2. That Republic of Korea de­ 
fense forces be increased, trained 
and equipped.

Heavy Cruiser Brings 
Eisenhower Back With 
Ideas On Korean Truce

ABOARD USS HELENA <4* — 
President-elect Eisenhower rode a 
battle-scarred 
heavy 
cruiser to­ 
ward 
storm-whipped seas today 
with a headful of impressions and 
a pocketful of suggestions on what 
to do about the Korean War. 
This was the harvest of a three- 
day tour of the war theater, hon­ 
oring a campaign promise to the 
American people to go out and 
see for himself if there is any 
path to peace. 
No Trick Answer 
Eisenhower told little of what 
he learned. There are “no pana­ 
ceas, no trick ways.” he said, of 
ending a war that has drawn in 
17 nations on the Allied side and 
little North Korea and big Com­ 
munist China on the other—with 
Soviet Russia supplying the sinews 
of the Red armies. 
The leader eight years ago in 
Europe of the mightiest army the 
world has known planned to mull 
over the information he gathered 
on his Korean mission. 
He said he would devote much 
time during the six-day cruise to 
Hawaii to studying this first great 
problem of his upcoming admin­ 
istration. 
Rough Seas Ahead 
The Helena, a veteran of duels 


.with Red Korean shore batteries, 
was cutting through the water at 
32 miles an hour toward tiny Wake 
Island. There is was expected to 
pick up John Foster Dulles, Eisen­ 
hower’s choice for secretary of 
state. 
An intensive review of the whole 
Far Eastern problem seemed in 
the works. 
But in the cruiser’s path a tropi­ 
cal storm of near-typhoon intensity 
raged.

The Escanaba ore docks lowered 
the curtain this week on the 1952 
ore shipping season . . . bringing 
to a close a season punctuated by 
setting of new tonnage records, a 
55-day lay-off, a false start and 
the loading of the Great Lakes' 
largest carrier. 
In about six months of opera­ 
tion, the docks shipped 5,506.431 
tons of ore in 618 boats. This was 
35,000 tons and 103 boats fewer 
than in the boom season of 1951, 
but still an enviable record when 
placed next to the fact that ship­ 
ping activity was almost totally 
suspended for a month and a half 
during a summer steel strike. 
Four 
tonnage 
records 
were 
broken during the latter part of 
the season when operations were 
intensified to offset the loss in 
time and shipping suffered in the 
55-day strike. 
When the season opened, offi­ 
cials had hopes of surpassing the 
tonnage shipped in 
the 
banner 
year of 1951. The only factor that 
ruled out at least a repeat of last 
season’s record 
shipping 
figure 
was the strike in the steel industry. 
Opens In Adversity 
The first boat of the season, the 
Str. A. E. Heekin, arrived April 
2. Getting the inaugural boat into 
the docks was a fight against the 
weather and re-freezing of the 
channel after the ice cutter made 
its way into the harbor a week 
previously on March 26, according 
to L. A. McMillan, dock agent. 
After the first ice breaking by 
the Mackinaw, a blizzard closed 
the port and set back the opening 
shipping date. Only after the Mac­ 
kinaw returned to re-cut a chan­ 
nel and the cutters Woodbine and 
Sundew joined in opening the har­ 
bor did the first carrier come in­ 
to the dock slips. 
The cold w eather also closed the 
mines after the 
loading 
season 
there was only a few days old. The 
first trainload of ore arrived here 
March 24. The mines were closed 
by freezing w eather twice after 
that and finally resumed perman­ 
ent operation on April 15. 
On that day, the bay was also 
officially opened and carriers be­ 


gan to arrive in normal frequency 
until a limited steel 
strike 
was 
called on 
April 
29. 
Operations 
here were 
slackened 
for 
three 
days during the strike, which was 
a prelude to the 
long 
summer 
walkout. 
Lose 1.600,000 Tons 
The major strike in the steel in­ 
dustry was called at noon on June 
2, with miners in the Upper Pe­ 
ninsula ranges leaving their job- 
at midnight of the same day. 
In the ensuing month and a hall 
only 6 boats were loaded here and 
a meager 53,476 tons left the local 
C&NW docks. 
The six carriers took their loads 
to independent 
steel 
companies 
not affected by the strike. 
A total of 175 dock and office 
woi kers were laid 
off 
by 
the 
C&NW Railway here during the 
strike, McMillan stated. He esti­ 
mates that the docks lost about 
1,600.000 tons in the work halt. 
With 
the 
settlement 
of 
the 
strike on July 26, operations were 
immediately speeded up through­ 
out the industry 
to 
gain 
back 
some of the tonnage lost in the 55 
days of virtual inactivity. 
The first record of the season 
was set in September when for the 
first time in the history of the port 
of Escanaba, 
shipments 
for 
a 
single month exceeded the million 
ton mark. A record volume of 1,- 
020,399 tons passed 
through 
the 
two local docks during that month. 
In September of the banner year 


of 1951. a total of 
887,093 
tons 
were shipped. 
Mild November 
Another record was broken and 
set in October, with bolti ore re­ 
ceipts and shipment 
going 
over 
the million ton 
point. 
In 
that 
month 1,015,765 tons came in and 
1,011.339 tons of ore were sent out. 
November, too, proved to be a 
record month. The previous high 


in receipts and shipment was sur­ 
passed then. The 
incoming 
ton­ 
nage of 774.452 and the shipment 
figure of 771,540 were new marks 
for that month of any year. 
Unseasonably 
mild 
weather 
was credited as the factor which 
enabled the docks to set that rec­ 
ord Cold weather, which general­ 
ly begins to affect shipping in No­ 
vember. 
was 
favorably 
absent 
during most of the month. 
November also saw the arrival 
here of the largest carrier on the 
Great Lakes. 
The Str. Joseph 
Thompson came to Escanaba on 
its maiden voyage and took out a 
cargo of 18,213 tons of ore—a rec­ 
ord for a single ship loaded at the 
docks. 
At the end of the month ship­ 
ping was temporarily slowed on 
the Great Lakes when a strong 
lake gale kept boats in port for a 
day and a half. 


Some Ports Still Open 


That first taste of winter also 
made necessary the opening of the 
steam plant here. 
It was stet, in 
operation for the first time Nov. 
28, about three weeks later than 
in 1951. 
It was kept open until 
the last day of the season, Dec. 3. 
Not all the Great Lakes ports 
are closed for the season yet. It is 
expected that about 74,000,000 tons 
of ore will have been shipped on 
the lakes by the time of the gen­ 
eral close of shipping operations. 
This is approximately 15,000,000 
tons fewer than last year, and can 
be attributed to the steel strike, 
officials state. 
For the entire season here, ship­ 
ments were greater than receipts 
because of the fact that about 22 
cars of ore were held over from 
last season. 
The docks received 
ore 
from 
three -ranges—the Menominee, Go­ 


gebic and M arquette—t o t a I i n g 
about 5,404,267 tons. 
With the end of the shipping 
season, an annual winter dock re­ 
pair program is already in pro­ 
gress. 
Work crews will continue 
renovating the docks until the 
start of the 1953 shipping season. 
The repair program this year is 
expected to cost about $410,000.

Legislative Relief Is 
Sought For Schools In 
Financial Difficulties 


Tem porary relief through 
ad ­ 
ditional borrow ing power and fu­ 
ture legislation to 
provide 
the 
state with adequate tax revenues 
w ere advocated by Delta County 
school 
superintendents 
m eeting 
here last night. 
The school superintendents, who 
face the possibility that schools 
may be closed because of lack of 
revenue, m et w ith 
Rep. 
John 
Wood, Renublican, of the Alger 
district, 
and 
Einar 
Erlandsen, 
Democrat, of the Delta District. 
“The financial plight of schools 
in Michigan is due to the faliure 
of the state to m eet its 
obliga­ 
tions. and is not the fault of the 
schools.” Hagle Quarnstrom . Del­ 
ta 
County 
superintendent 
of 
schools, declared at the m eeting 
in the Delta Hotel. 
Want Special Session 
M any schools in Upper M ichi­ 
gan will not be able to operate 
beyond January, 
and some not 
beyond Decem ber, the legislators 
were told. 
shortage of 
revenue 
for 
schools is due to the fact that the 
state governm ent was unable to 
grant advances on state aid pay­ 
ments. 
Adding to the difficulty 
is the fact th at the first state aid 
paym ent, which becomes due in 
January, will not be paid in full 
because of the deficit in the state 
general fund, school men renorted. 
School adm inistrators in Delta 
County told the legislators 
th a t 
they can expect only about a thrd 
of their state 
aid 
in 
January. 
They seek authority to 
borrow 
money to m eet operating expenses, 
through action by a special ses­ 
sion of the legislature. 
Meetings Elsewhere Too 
Both Rec. Erlandsen and Rep. 
Wood expressed the opinion that, 
though they could not speak for 
the legislature, relief should be 
provided for the schools through 
granting the 
borrowing 
power. 
They 
also 
agreed 
that 
action 
should be taken 
before Jan. 7, 
when the legislature regularly as­ 
sembles. 
The legislators observed how- 
ever that it m ay be difficult to get 
a quorum in the state legislature 
because “m any are in Florida.” 
The m eeting here is part of a 
determ ined effort by U. P. school 
adm inistrators to get prom pt leg­ 
islative action to assure continu­ 
ed operation of schools. 
Sim ilar 
m eetings w ith other state legis­ 
lators ore to be held in other U. 
P. com m unities. 
Interest Costs 
Rep. Erlandsen, who said 
the 


special session could best be held 
the week of Dec. 15, declared last 
night that “more than a plugging 
of tax loopholes is needed to m eet 
the state's $70 million deficit.” An 
incom e tax or a corporation pro­ 
fits tax will be needed to provide 
th e state w ith the needed 
reve­ 
nue, Erlandsen stated. 
The schoolmen last night 
con­ 
curred with Supt. W alter Peters 
of Rapid River 
in 
urging 
that 
state legislators sit “on the same 
side of the house instead of op­ 
posite sides” when considering re ­ 
lief for Michigan schools. 
If the schools do borrow money 
to m eet operating expenses, after 
authority is granted by the legis­ 
lature, schoolmen feel th at inter­ 
est costs on this borrow ed money 
is rightfully a state expense, but 
h ave indicated they would com­ 
prom ise on this. The school ad­ 
m inistrators also favor setting a 
m axim um interest rate that could 
be charged, if schools are authori­ 
zed to borrow money. 


90% State Financed 


The state is prohibited by the 
constitution from borrow ing m on­

schools,

GET RID OF THE CORNERS 
(M ilwaukee Journal) 
The handwriting is ever plainer on the 
wall for the ancient and obsolete office of 
county coroner in the United States. It is 
on the way to oolivion. 
New York state has a new law, not abol­ 
ishing the office but letting county boards 
abolish it upon referendum vote. Trained 
medical examiners w ill replace the elected 
coroners. 
A strong and well organized movement 
is afoot in Utah to take away from ama­ 
teurs the important function of 
investi­ 
gating unexplained deaths. Utah’s justices 
of the peace now act as coroners. The plan 
there is to set up a state board with a chief 
medical examiner, whose staff of patho­ 
logists would give the necessary scientific 
service to local enforcement officials. 
Milwaukee county has enjoyed the bene­ 
fits of reform in this field since 1943. Af­ 
ter long local agitation, the legislature in 
that year created a medical examiner sys­ 
tem here under civil servcie, and virtually 
abolishea the duties of the coroner. Only a 
constitutional amendment can abolish the 
office itself, but the county board has cut 
its salary to a nominal $50 a month. 
Now a committee of the Wisconsin Bar 
association, with the support of both the 
American Bar and the American Medical 
associations, has proposed that 
the 
1953 
legislature make the 
reform 
state-wide. 
Not all counties can afford to hire their 
own pathologists, of course, even if there 
were enough to go around, but state and 
iegional staffs could serve the local 
en­ 
forcement officials where needed. 
The case seems clear. The 
only 
argu­ 
ment for continuing to elect coroners is the 
vested interest of local politicians and un­ 
dertakers—in a recent survey half the Wis­ 
consin coroners were found to be under­ 
takers: it’s a nice tie-in with their busi­ 
ness. This -merely argues a misuse of the 
elective process.

Jssus Taught With Authority

At the conclusion of the Sermon on the 
Mount, in Matthew 7:29. it is said that the 
people were “astonished at His doctrine; 
lor He taught them as one having authori­ 
ty . and not as the scribes.” 
Among the amazing things 
concerning 
tin teaching and ministry of Jesus none is 
inure remarkable. The scribes were the 
oiim al interpreters of the law. and were 
supposed to speak with authority. 
Jesus, in fact, recognized their authority 
a 
those who “sat in Moses seat” (M a n ­ 
ia ,v 23:2); though He warned the people 
that they should do as the scribes said, but 
not according to their works, for they sam, 
and did not. 
But ex en iii what was said, those who 
heat cl J o -us realized a 
dif ference. 
They 
h it that He had an authority which those 
who clanned authority did not possess. 
Here was a young man from Nazareth, 
a hill town at which some scolied, “Can 
there any good come out 
of 
Nazareth?” 
(John 1:46). He had had the good 
educa­ 
tion that was the heritage of every Jewish 
box of that time in the schools associated 
xx itll the synagogues. 
But He possessed apparently, none 
o f 
the 
outward 
credentials 
of 
authority, 
xx hah both then, now, and always, have 
assumed so much importance in the eyes 
oi men He wa* neither a scribe nor a rab­ 
bi. He had no parchment, such as doctors, 
dentists, and often ministers, display; and 
ii is certain 
thai ne achoo! af the limn 


would have gixen him an honorary D. D. 
Yet to those who heard Him He spake 
xx’ith an authority which none of the pos­ 
sessors of the outw ard credentials of au­ 
thority could command. 


It is obvious, I think, that some evidence 
of authority is needed, some maintenance 
of qualifications, standards, and 
creden­ 
tials. Our schools, to 
cite 
one 
example, 
wmula be a hodgepodge 
of 
inefficiency, 
mismanagement, and confusion, if we did 
not demand from teachers and 
adminis­ 
trators, evidence of having met establish­ 
ed standards. 
But we know' perfectly well til at alt the 
outward qualifications and credentials in 
the world do not necessarily make a good 
teacher. Every now and 
then 
in 
almost 
every field of 
activity, 
someone 
conies 
along w'ho, without the outward 
creden­ 
tial?, possesses the knoxv-how, the ability 
and efficiency that m ark him 
as 
above 
many who haxe all the outward marks oi 
authority. 
The secret of the authority of Jesus xx .is 
that it rested on truth. Hm “I say unto 
you” was not personal opinion, 
or 
m an­ 
m ade truth, made even by Him. His a u ­ 
thority was that of the great Revealer ol 


Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON—Sources close to Gen­ 
eral Eisenhower say that if the President­ 
elect had to Ii axe a break with Senator 
Taft, he would rather it came early than 
late. 
Though he did not expect or want the 
disapproval of the powerful GOP Senate 
leader over new Secretary of Labor Durk­ 
in, nevertheless Ike figured a break was 
probably inevitable and, if so, he would 
lath er battle it out 
with 
Taft 
during 
the first two years of his administration 
rather than the last two years. 
Meanwhile the most interesting 
thing 
about the headline-making 
Durkin 
ap­ 
pointment is that it was largely acciden­ 
tal. 
It game about partly because Ike and 
advisers, having almost 
completed 
the 
cabinet, looked it over and found no one 
representing minority groups. It 
wa* 
a 
cabinet comprised solely of 
Protestants, 
and wealthy Protestants at that. So it was 
decided that the Secretary of Labor must 
be either a Catholic or a Jew. 
Prior to this, Governor Alfred Driscoll of 
New Jersey had been considered, though 
he happens to be a Presbyterian. Ha felt 
he must remain in New Jersey. 
TUE PLUMBERS UNION 
Also considered xva? 
ex-Senator 
John 
D anaher of Connecticut, a Catholic, but he 
was opposed by Governor Dewey. 
Anna Rosenberg, an expert on labor re­ 
lations. was also considered, but counted 
out because she not only is a Democrat but 
closely identified with the Truman admin­ 
istration as Assistant Secretary of Defense. 
In the end. Eisenhower advisers couldn't 
seem to locate an outstanding Catholic or 
Jew' who xvas also a Republican. So when 
A. F. ol L. President George Meany rec­ 
ommended fellow plumber Martin Durkin, 
a Catholic, he xvas selected even though a 
Democrat. 
W hat Eisenhower advisers didn't know, 
apparently, were txvo things: 
1. That Senator Taft would be so bitter­ 
ly opposed. 
2. That D urkin’s union is one of the few* 
indicted by the Justice 
Department 
for 
monopoly practices and make-work opera­ 
tions. 
The indictment was brought in 1940 and 
dragged on until 1947 when finally 
dis­ 
missed. 
One charge brought by the Justice De­ 
partm ent xvas that the Plumbers 
Union 
would not permit plumbing fixtures manu- 
lactured by Sears, Roebuck to be used on 
any of their jobs. The Justice Department 
also charged that 
the 
Union 
conspired 
w ith plumbing manufacturers, wrent in for 
feather-bedding, and 
coerced, 
boycotted, 
and refused to work on jobs where the 
competitive fixtures were used. 
Durkin became president of the Plumb­ 
ers Union in 1943, three years 
after 
the 
suit w as oi ought. Since the case was dis­ 
missed, some of these practices have been 
outlawed by the Taft-H artley Act. 
TAFT BLOWS 
Friends of Senator Taft say that 
priv­ 
ately he blew off more steam over the ap­ 
pointment of Sinclair Weeks as Secretary 
of Commerce than Durkin as Secretary of 
Labor. For Taft remembered all too vivid­ 
ly hoxv he had helped make Weeks chair­ 
man of the finance commute of the Re­ 
publican party following which Weeks, at 
a crucial moment of 
the 
pre-conxrention 
campagi!?, telegraphed members of the fi­ 
nance committee and the GOP 
National 
Committee urging that Taft withdraw his 
nam e from 
the race. 
Taft had also given Eisenhower a list of 
his recommendations to the cabinet, from 
which, however, not one name was select­ 
ed: and Taftites say this was a breach of 
the Morningside 
Heights 
agreement 
on 
patronage. 
Though Taft got credit for 
appointing 
his distant cousin, Ezra Taft 
Benson, 
as 
Secretary 
of 
Agriculture, 
and 
George 
Humphrey of Cleveland as Secretary of the 
Treasury, actually he 
initiated 
neither. 
Meanwhile, he was convinced that Dewey 
w as passing on if not picking the entire 
cabinet. 
So when all this xvas climaxed by 
the 
D uikin-Sinclair Weeks appointments, Taft 
really boiled over. 
RESTLESS NIXON 
A telephone call from Miami to Augusta 
xvhen Eisenhoxvei xvas still resting there 
has convinced Ike advisers that the Presi­ 
dent-elect is going to have trouble with the 
new Vice President as 
well 
as 
Senator 
Taft. 
Tile phone call xvas from Senator Nixon 
hinting that Eisenhower might want him 
to accompany him on his historic meeting 
with 
Piesident 
Trum an 
at 
the 
White 
Ho use. 
Nixon seemed quite miffed when Eisen- 
hoxver indicated that he could take care of 
himself xx i h President 
Truman 
without 
any help. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
Vice 
President-elect 
keps emphasizing that he will not be con­ 
tent merely to preside over the Senate— 
the traditional duty of the Vice President. 
He not only xvants to attend cabinet m eet­ 
ing' but wants to be given executive re­ 
sponsibility. 
In justification, he claims privately that 
he earned the West— particularly Califor­ 
n ia —for Eisenhower. Some of Ike’s advis­ 
ers point out, however, that thousands of 
x’otcis xx anted to knoxv whether it would 
be possible to vote for Ike and not Nixon. 
Note—those who have xvatched General 
Eisenhower during the brief month since

greatest works of its kind. It was 
written in the amazingly short 
span of 24 days. 
Three sections make 
up 
the 
work: Part I contains the pro­ 
phecy and narrative of the Na­ 
tivity: Part II tells the story of 
the 
Passion 
and 
Resurrection, 
reaching a climax in the mighty 
“Hallelujah Chorus”: and Part III 
deals with man’s hope of his own 
resurrection. 
A 
public 
rehearsal 
of 
the 
“Messiah” was held on April 8. 
1742. in Dublin, Ireland, before a 
large audience, and in the opin­ 
ions of the critics of 
that 
time, 
“it was the greatest composition 
of music that ever was heard.” 
The first performance 
was 
on 
April 13. 1742, and was equally 
as successful as the rehearsal. In 
order to accommodate 
a 
larger 
audience, “ladies were requested 
to come without hoops and gen­ 
tlemen 
without 
swords.” 
This 
strange request must have been 
heeded, for 700 people were ac­ 
commodated in a space that or­ 
dinarily seated 600. 
King George ll attended the 
London premiere, and legend has 
it that he was so moved by the 
“Hallelujah Chorus” that he rose 
and remained standing until its 
conclusion. Naturally, when the 
King stood 
up.
